The future of Virgil Public 
School remains unclear after 
a heated discussion around 
the council table. 

Representing the District 
School Board of Niagara, law¬ 
yers Tom Richardson and 
Brenda Stokes Verworn asked 
council to defer a decision on 
the historical designation of 
the historic school building, 
thought to be the oldest still 
in use in Canada before it 
closed in June. 

The legal counsel for the 
board also asked town coun¬ 
cilors to put off approving a 
recommendation to hire a 
consultant to complete a land 
use study for the property. 

It’s the DSBN's view that 
there has been litde discus¬ 
sion regarding the heritage 
designation and the land use 
study, Richardson told coun¬ 
cilors, adding that he doesn’t 
understand how a study of a 
property could be done with¬ 
out the property owner.

father-in-law, Ziggy Wiens, 
who sold their Line 2 prop¬ 
erty to the school board for 
Crossroads, have first right 
of refusal when the prop¬ 
erty goes up for sale at the 
end of the month. 

Town councillors talked 
about purchasing the prop¬ 
erty before a Sept. 28 dead¬ 
line, but didn't follow 
through, although they 
have voted to approach the 
board about buying the 
Laura Secord property in 
Queenston, partnering 
with the Willowbank 
School of Restoration Arts. 

Redekop says he hasn’t 
given a lot of thought to 
what he would do with the 
Virgil property, and would 
be open to suggestions. 

But although he has no 


"definitive plans” for rede¬ 
velopment, he remains 
interested, he said. 

Heritage designation of 
the school could proceed 
whether or not the prop¬ 
erty is sold—to Redekop or 
anyone else, explains town 
planning director Will 
Walker. 

A third party designa¬ 
tion requires a decision of 
council, and can proceed 
without the property own¬ 
er's approval. 

Lawyers for the 
school board were 
atcouncilMonday 
to ask for a defer¬ 
ral of the decision 
to designate, and 
a close vote grant¬ 
ed their request. 

The only way 
that decision 
could be made 


before the end of the 
month, when the property 
goes up for sale to the pub¬ 
lic, would be by a special 
council meeting called by 
the Lord Mayor for that 
purpose, Walker 

explained. 

That also holds true 
with a decision to hire a 
consultant to study future 
uses of the property, he 
said. That matter was also 
deferred Monday, at the 
request of the board. The 


study could still proceed if 
approved by council, 
regardless of whether the 
property is sold, but that 
decision will also have to 
wait until council meets 
next in October, said 
Walker. 

Redekop, who already 
owns a heritage property 
on Queen Street, said des¬ 
ignation would not scare 
him away from purchasing 
the school—it could even 
be a plus—but it would 


definitely take a "creative 
mind” to work around it, 
he added. 

He agreed with the 
school board, that it would 
lower the value of the prop¬ 
erty by about one-third. 

"It would take a lot of 
money to restore the build¬ 
ing and to maintain it, and 
you would have to look dif¬ 
ferently at what you could 
do with it. It would be more 
of a challenge, but no, it 
wouldn’t scare me away.”

The man who was a hero to 
Terry Fox, Jay Triano, said the 
commitment of the young man 
who decided to run across 
Canada “was never about Terry 
or his disease, it was about the 
people he wanted to help.” 

Triano was in Niagara-on- 


the-Lake Sunday to kick off the 
31st annual Terry Fox Run, 
before heading to Niagara Falls 
to participate in that event. 

The former Raptors coach 
and professional basketball 
player said he met Fox on the 
day he arrived at Simon Fraser 
University in BC. 

Fox had been the manager of 
the university basketball team, 
and had just lost his leg to can- 

“He told us he was going to 
run across Canada, and a lot of 
people scoffed at the idea,” said 
Triano. 

Fox told team members he 
wanted to raise money to help 
kids who were suffering from 
the same disease, Triano said. 

“The pain has got to stop, 
Terry said. Look at all of you 
here today. He’d be very 


Also addressing the crowd 
before the start of the run was 
85-year-old Gloria Ghetd, a 
Queenston woman who met 
Fox when he came through 
Niagara 31 years ago. 

Having lost her husband to 
cancer, and watched her daugh¬ 
ter successfully fight for her life 
against the disease, Ghetd still 
becomes emodonal when she 
remembers the young man who 
is, in her opinion, a true 
Canadian hero. 

She was the president of the 
local Canadian Cancer Society 
in 1980, the year Fox began his 
run across Canada to raise 
money, hoping to put an end to 
the dreaded disease that 
touched so many people.

"The DSBN bullied the 
town council," he said, "and 
the town broke." 

He wasn't the only one 
to feel that way. 

It seems that the school 
board has its own agenda 
and its own timetable, nei¬ 
ther of which is compatible 
with the town's best inter¬ 
ests. The board has made it 
clear that it doesn't support 
heritage designation—the 
property will be devalued, 
although that's not a town 


i—and it's entirely pos¬ 
sible the property will be 
sold before council has an 
opportunity to proceed 
either with the designation 
or the development study 
under consideration. 

That's not to say they 
both can't go ahead any¬ 
way, and it's safe to assume 
interested purchasers have 
been forewarned. 

The question is, why did 
some councillors cave to 
the request of the board to 
defer both issues? 

Councillor Martin Mazza 
was one of three who 
opposed the deferral, along 
with Andrea Kaiser and 
Gary Zalepa. 

Mazza says he was frus¬ 
trated that once the defer¬ 
ral motion was on the table, 
debate was closed, and 
there was no opportunity to 
speak on the issue. 

It must have been even 
more frustrating for King, 


who not only couldn't 
speak, but couldn't vote. 

He declared a conflict, 
saying his employer—Unit¬ 
ed Way—has a relationship 
with the board. 

The school board has a 
strong employee donation 
program, and the United 
Way funds some very 
worthwhile board pro¬ 
grams. But the standard for 
a conflict of interest is 
whether a person has a 
financial interest in the out¬ 
come of a discussion and 
vote, and it's difficult to see 
how King personally stands 
to gain or lose in this situa¬ 
tion—unless, of course, he 
stands to lose his job. 

King says he has had two 
conflicting legal opinions, 
and had to make a decision, 
so went with the side of 
caution. He hasn't given up, 
though, and hopes to be 
able to take part if the issues 
come back to the table.

Health care tops issues 
at all-candidates debate 


Four mainstream 
candidates take 
part in discus¬ 
sions, two more 
given time for intro¬ 
duction.

“What you see is what you 
get" Liberal incumbent Kim 
Craitor said during last week's 
all-candidates meeting last 
Wednesday, hosted by the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Pointing to his accom¬ 
plishments during the last 
eight years, including infra¬ 
structure funding for, among 
other local projects, the new 
community centre where a 
crowd of about 130 people 


running on his track record. 

"I came in with integrity,” 
he said, and if he is not re¬ 
elected Oct. 6, “I will leave 
with integrity." 

Craitor said his record 
includes putting his constitu¬ 
ents first, and that means 
occasionally voting against 
his party. 

“I always put you first, not 
the party and not the govern¬ 
ment. I believe in helping 
people. Queen's Park is 
important, but the riding 
comes first.” 

But it was that record that 
PC candidate George Lepp 
attacked, accusing Craitor of 
failing to adequately serve the 
people of NOTL because he 
has become alienated from 
his leader and his govern-

Lepp said he is looking to 
bring integrity and respect 
back to Queen’s Park, and 
that what he has learned in 
business will help him work 
for the people of Ontario. 

He believes voters are 
looking for leadership, and 
promised that he would have 
the ear of his leader under a 
PC government. 

Craitor, Lepp charged, 
couldn't get the province to 
help save Can Gro, the fruit 
processing plant in St. 
Davids, and couldn't get the 
ear of the Minister of 
Education during the battle 
to keep Niagara District 
Secondary School. 

Craitor countered that the 
latter was simply untrue—he 
was at a meeting that he 
arranged between then Lord 
Mayor Gary Burroughs and 
the minister, he said. 

Regarding Can Gro, 
although he and Burroughs 
worked to keep it open, you 
can’t force the people who 
own a plant to keep it open 
once they’ve made the deci¬ 
sion they don’t want it, he 
said. 

Lepp also criti¬ 
cized Craitor’s elec¬ 
tion signs as proof 
that he is trying to 
distance himself 
from this party—the 
lawn signs, while 
Liberal red, say sim¬ 
ply “Putting People 
First.” 

“I do put people 
first,” responded 
Craitor. 

“That’s what I put 
on my signs, and 
there’s nothing 
wrong with that. 

That’s what I believe 
in.” 

But while there I 


between the Liberal 
and PC candidates, 
the six hopefuls who 
spoke attheChamber 
of Commerce meet¬ 
ing all agreed that 
there are problems 
with health care, and 
especially with the 
Niagara Health 
System—although 
there were varying 
opinions about who 
to blame and how to 
fix it. 

Lepp pointed to 
the last eight years 
under the Liberal 
government, during 
which a restructur¬ 
ing plan has driven 
good doctors and 


nurses to work outside of our 
health care system. 

Doctors have to be flown 
in from the US to cover emer¬ 
gency room shifts at the 
Greater Niagara General 
Hospital, while Niagara doc¬ 
tors are handing in their res¬ 
ignation because the GNGH 
is not a safe place to work 
any more, said Lepp. 

A Conservative govern¬ 
ment, he promised, would 
dismantle the Local Health 
Integration Networks across 
the province. 

Craitor countered that he 
was on the Niagara Falls city 
council when the 
Conservatives, under Mike 
Harris, created the current 
restructured system. 

“You can’t suddenly today 
say you have solutions when 
you created the problem,” he 
said. 

Craitor pointed to the 
health minister’s decision to 
replace NHS trustees with a 
provincially appointed 
supervisor to look at the 
health system, and with 
input from the public, rec¬ 
ommend changes. 

Former Fort Erie mayor 
Wayne Redekop, running for 


the NDP—the party, he said 
that has always stood up for 
people—spoke of his 
Mennonite roots and grow¬ 
ing up in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. 

"There is something 
wrong in Ontario when peo¬ 
ple are afraid to go to the 
hospital,” he said. 

“IN NOTL, you’ve been 
forgotten when it comes to 
the NHS. I’ve been fighting 
the NHS from the time of its 
inception.” 

The money that has been 
spent on health care is proof 
that the problem isn’t about 
money, he said. 

“It's a management and 
administrative issue, and the 
province is responsible for 
that.” 

He suggested the NHS is 
too large and unwieldy, and 
might be better divided into 
two systems, north and 
south. He also promised he 
would continue to oppose 
the current hospital improve¬ 
ment plan. 

Green candidate Bryne 
Smith said his party supports 
local communities having 
more power, more transpar¬ 
ency from their provincial 


government and more pub¬ 
lic input, including in the 
area of health care. 

Libertarian Adam Hyde 
was not given an opportunity 
to take part in the debate, but 
he had five minutes to intro¬ 
duce himself and his plat- 

His party, he said, believes 
in less government, paying 
back the deficit and getting 
the private sector involved in 
health care. 

“We don’t have the 
strength to support universal 
health care," he said. 

Jeanette Tossounian 
made up her mind to run as 
an independent on one 
issue—when she heard about 
people dying in Niagara hos¬ 
pitals from C.difficile, she 
said, she knew she had to do 
something. 

“I’m not going to win, I’m 
not going to ask for your vote, 
and I’m not going to ask for 
your money,” she said byway 
of introduction—she was not 
invited to take part in the 
debate, but she brought a 


refreshing honesty to the 
opening comments. 

A few months ago, she 
began to watch seniors die in 
local hospitals, she said, "and 
no leader stood up to do any¬ 
thing. That drove me nuts.” 

Throwing money at the 
health care system "will feed 
greedy people” but it won’t 
fix the problems, she said. 

“I watched people cry, 
and I started crying myself as 
I listened to their stories." 

The artist became a politi¬ 
cal activist of sorts as an ado¬ 
lescent, and hasn’t stopped 
being a watchdog, she said. 

“I’m here to let people 
know that whoever wins, I'm 
going to be on their case.” 

Candidates also dealt 


power and taxes, as well as 
NOTL-specific questions, 
including commercial devel¬ 
opment in the Glendale area 
and the need to look at cur- 
rent-value based tax assess¬ 
ment, which creates an 
unfair burden on NOTL tax¬ 


payers due to high market 
value of properties. 

Craitor said NOTL should 
be considered a rural com¬ 
munity when it comes to cer¬ 
tain costs, especially polic¬ 
ing, to qualify for a provincial 

“I tried (to have that 
change pushed through) last 
term and I am committed to 
keep trying this term.” 

Lepp said he would work 
to bring fairness to rural 

Redekop agreed that 
NOTL carries a greater por¬ 
tion of taxes because of its 
high property values, and 
said ta more appropriate way 
to apportion costs is to look 
at the services received. 

“Relief will have to come 
from the province and I cer¬ 
tainly will speak on your 
behalf,” he said. 

Smith repeated that the 
Green Party is interested in 
working with communities. 

“I’m here to listen and to 
help. If you’re not happy 
we’ll look for a better way.”

Those who attended last 
week’s lunch for business 
leaders and expected to par¬ 
ticipate in a discussion may 
have been a little taken back 
by the format, but they will 
have an opportunity to share 
their opinions, said Lord 
Mayor Dave Eke. 

About 150 people attend¬ 
ed the luncheon, which he 


hopes will become a regular 
event, at the community 
centre, to hear Eke explain 
that the meeting was one 
step toward fulfilling an elec¬ 
tion promise—that Niagara- 
on-the-Lake will develop a 
reputation of being open for 
business. 

"This is something I’m 
committed to doing,” he said, 
including attracting new 
businesses by lowering taxes 
and reducing red tape. 


To make the appropriate 
changes, he said, means con¬ 
sulting the "valuable brain 
trust” of the business com¬ 
munity for their input—they 
are the people who can help 
the town do a better job 
when it comes to develop- 

“The role of government 
is not to create business, its 
role is to create an environ¬ 
ment so business can create 
their own opportunities. Our 


role is to provide the infra¬ 
structure and support so that 
business can succeed,” said 

"You need to know we are 
willing to listen. Working 
together we can achieve our 
common goals.” 

The town’s strategic 
plan—including guidelines 
for how the town proposes 
to change the way it does 
business and achieve its 
goals—was presented,

detailing a long-term finan¬ 
cial plan for fair taxation and 
revenue generation, better 
use of town staff and resourc¬ 
es, an economic develop¬ 
ment strategy with emphasis 
on the Glendale area, and 
improved communication 
between the town and its 
residents. 

Some business leaders 
said following the meeting 
that they thought they would 
have an opportunity to have 
their say—to tell the town 
what it is doing right and 
what it could do better—but 
the luncheon wrapped up 
without opening the floor to 
questions or comments. 

That was not the intention 
or the place for that kind of 
exchange, said Eke after the 
luncheon. 


It was never intended to 
be a "bitch session,” but rath¬ 
er a thank you to those who 
have businesses in town and 
to ask them to submit their 
comments in writing. There 
will also be workshops in the 
future for further discussion, 
he said. 

Local developer and busi¬ 
ness owner Rainer Hummel, 
asked to talk at the luncheon, 
said there is lots the town is 
doing to help businesses suc¬ 
ceed, and other things it 
could do better. 

He spoke about the speed 
with which he was able to 
develop his CanGro property 
in St. Davids—despite it 
being in a "bad” location in a 
small village with no trans¬ 
portation-thanks to his 
bank, the town, their time¬ 
lines, and the lack of munici¬ 
pal impost fees that can crip¬ 
ple a project. 

"The town staff helped us 
and worked with us to 
achieve these goals,” he said. 

“It’s now a fully-leased 
facility providing jobs." 

He contrasted that with 
the experience of Harry 
Penner, who wanted only to 
expand his existing Virgil 
hardware store. In addition 
to spending thousands on 
development fees, he experi¬ 
enced a delay of several years 
while he worked through the 
process with the town. 

It’s a challenge for busi¬ 
nesses that could be helped 
with a tightening of time¬ 
lines, said Hummel.

The future of the 
Randwood Estate — a gra¬ 
cious building and proper¬ 
ty with a rich history in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake — is 
the topic of discussion at a 
public meeting at the com¬ 
munity centre Monday. 

Trisha Romance and 
Gary Peterson, owners of 
the 14-acre property on 
John Street, want to build 
an inn with 106 rooms, a 
restaurant, spa, arts studio 
and pavilion. 

In the past, the 
Randwood Estate has been 
used as a summer home, a 
school for a religious orga¬ 
nization and a think tank 
for the Niagara Institute. 

The meeting is meant to 
gather public input and to 
explain the owners' plans, 
says Will Walker, director 
of community and devel¬ 
opment services. 


The information will be 
gathered in a report and 
submitted to council for 
discussion. 

Walker says he expects 
the meeting might be a 
long one because there 
have been many residents 
who have said they don't 
support the proposed 
development. 

Walker says there are 
concerns about the estate 
changing to commercial 
use and the impact that 
would make in the area. 

“I think there is a lot of 
interest because the appli¬ 
cation could be viewed as a 
significant development 
for Niagara-on-the-Lake." 

There are historical 
aspects of the property, 
being considered for a her¬ 
itage designation but the 
process hasn’t been com¬ 
pleted yet.

day in June wasn't enough. 

At the all-candidates 
meeting at the community 
centre on Sept. 14, 
Tossounian said she doesn't 
expect to win the provincial 
election. 

She told the audience 
she wasn't asking for votes, 
or accepting money — 
instead, she said she hopes 
to bring health care to the 
forefront. 

Tossounian says she

Having served in the 
community for more than 
25 years as a volunteer and 
councillor and two terms as 
a member of provincial par¬ 
liament for the Niagara Falls 
riding, Liberal incumbent 
Kim Craitor says he knows a 
lot about politics, including 
the importance of putting 
people first.

needs in health care because 
politics have gotten in the 
way of it. 

"What we need to do is 
take all of the parties, sit 
down and determine the 
best possible health care 
system and the changes that 
can be made in Ontario. We 
need to come out as one 
voice together. No matter 
what decision is made, there 
will always be someone that 
says it is wrong." 

Having worked a variety 
of labour jobs, Craitor says 
he understands the value of 
hard-working families.

Supporting young hock¬ 
ey players and protecting 
their mouths on the ice, Dr. 
Kevin Clark held the first 
mouth guard clinic at the 
Meridian Credit Union 
Arena. 

For two hours last week, 
his staff took mouth impres¬ 
sions from young hockey 
players for custom mouth 
guards. 

The dentist is a support¬ 
er of minor hockey in 
Niagara-on-the-lake, says 
Laurie Armstrong, a publi¬ 
cist for the minor hockey 

As a mother of two chil¬ 
dren who play hockey, 
Nicholas, 12, and 
Macgregor, 8, Armstrong 


says she knows the impor¬ 
tance of wearing mouth 
guards when playing hock¬ 
ey. 

While tooth protection 
is the obvious benefit, 
research shows wearing a 
guard can prevent concus¬ 
sions, says Armstrong. 

She says Dr. Clark want¬ 
ed to help promote mouth 
safety on the ice. 

"Hopefully this will be 
an annual event before the 
hockey season starts every 

The mother says parents 
can buy bite and boil mouth 
guards at stores such as 
Canadian Tire, but they 
aren't as affective as a 
mouth guard customized 
for each child. 

When a parent buys one 
of these mouth guards, 
children need to bite into 
them for a minute to create 
an impression and then the 
mouth guards have to be 
boiled for several minutes

"I've bought a bite and 
boil mouth guard for my 
kids. They didn't stay 
moulded to their mouths 
for very long and they 
would fall out," she says. 

"You're left guessing 
what size you need for your 
child's mouth." 

The price of a mouth 
guard at the clinic was $25, 
and that is a reasonable, 
says Armstrong.
